■ thus I ain not going to plague you 
with details and figures, but will 
content myself with giving you a 
brief outline of tho whole plot. It 
a my earnest belief that we, in this 
country* and in fact all Europe, 
hate only just escaped what, the 
Pi UM Minister has described as a 
catastrophe of the first magnitude. 
Outrageous demands were to 
have been made upon a power 
friendly with His Majesty’s govern­ 
ment. Hitherto there has been lit­ 
tle but a pres* campaign which we 
have been able to officially ignore. 
But this campaign was to have been 
crystallised in what one could only 
describe as a fighting speech by this 
aggressor power. 
All Europe would have been not 
only on the brink of war but over 
the brink. It was to be the last 
gamble-then blitzkrieg! 
"Th'1 authoritarian states were 
making the odds as short as possi­ 
ble. They reasoned that if England 
could be crippled at a blow. Europe 
would lie at their mercy. Their air 
force alone was not deemed suf­ 
ficient for this purpose. As I know 
in my department, and as all you 
gentlemen doubtless know also, this 
new air force is not, in reality, the 
invincible armada that they would 
have us believe. Their machines are 
not as good as ours inasmuch as 
they have been obliged to work with 
inferior materials and too quickly. 
“In ’his last great gamble they 
were going to leave as little to 
chance as was possible. Don’t forget 
gentlemen, that the whole heart of 
the plan was centered on the initial 
crippling of this country. For that 
reason the W‘ or Wotan Brigade, 
as it was called, was formed and 
trained " 
Sir Hector lit a cigarette and 
continued: “The W Brigade was the 
idea of General Max von Wa lien- 
fete, head of che German Military 
Intelligence, and it was diabolically 
clever. Briefly the scheme was this: 
This country had been roused orig­ 
inally by the brutal treatment ac­ 
corded to Jews by Nazi authorities. 


In response to that cry which had 
come from the depths of central 
Europe, we 
were 
prepared, over 
here, to accept numbers of refugees. 
Whatever he colour of our political 
creed, our religious faith or any 
other personal bias, we were as one 
in according sanctuary to an un­ 
happy people. Von Wallenfels saw 
in this a Machiavellian opportunity. 
“Germany would send us ‘Jewish 
refugees’ but they would not be 
Jews. In a training camp off the 
Baltic coast, men were taken who 
by their physical appearance and 
language might pass as Jews. There 
they were taught all those things 
which, as 
practising Jews, 
they 
should know. 
They were the W 
Brigade — hand-picked to come to 
this country to brin? about great 
chaos on the outbreak of war.’’ 
The Chief of the Imperial General 
Staff leaned forward and said, “I 
gather that explosives were to be 
used for this purpose?*’ At Sir Hec­ 
tor’s nod, he continued: “I haven’t 
seen those documents of yours but 
I presume that they would have 
gone for power stations, reservoirs, 
government offices, railway termini, 
and so on, with the object of com­ 
pletely disorganizing the country 
and breaking down its vital traas- 
port services?*’ 
“Exactly,” nodded McAllister. 
“Yes." nodded the C. I. G. S., “I 
can see the objective clearly enough 
but not the means of reaching it." 
Sir Hector grinned. 
“That, too, 
was really devilish clever." he said. 
"Ifs self-evident that a German 
Jewish refugee is not going to gain 
access .to all the points of attack 
which had been marked out but 
that’s where the Fellowship of the 
New Day came in. 
“Under the name of Igor Levin- 
sky and purporting to be a Russian, 
a Colonel Weimar had founded what 
announced itself as a Communist 
society. The Fellowship of the New. 
Day was, in fact, a Communist or­ 
ganization. With the exception of 
Weimar himself and a few men at 
the top, every member was a genu­ 
ine Communist. It was no use for 
von Wallenfels Si Co, to attempt to 
enroll Englishmen in a Nazi organi­ 
zation. As you know, there are a 
few Fascist-minded English people 
—just a comparative few—but a 
Communist movement was another 
matter. There are a number ct po­ 
litical rebels lh this country- who 
might well be induced to become 
members of such an organization. 
The Nazis knew this Just as well as 
we do. 
These members were all 
carefully chosen for the jobs they 
held. Thus young Slatier, who was 
murdered, was doubly attractive to 
them since he not only worked rn a 
small arms factory, an obvious point 
of attack, but was also a watchman 
at a big electric power station. He 
was a political hot-head of the type 
who might well be induced to sabo­ 
tage the country’s resources." 
“In other words,” said the First 
Sea Lord, “the Nazis were hood­ 
winking their political opponents 
into working for them?" (Editor’s 
Note: This was months before the 
Nazi-Soviet pact of 1939.) 
“Precisely,” said McAllister. 
“Have the Special Branch dealt 
with the people on those I Isis of 
yours?" asked the Foreign Secre­ 
tary.

SING-SING BREAK 
TAKES FOUR LIVES 


Two Convicts Shoot Way 
Out of Infirmary, But 
Are Recaptured 


(Br Aavoclated Praia) 
OSSINING, N. Y., April 14.—Two 
long-term convicts who shot their 
way out of the Sing Sing prison in­ 
firmary in a sensational break v. hich 
coat four lives were captured a few 
hours 
later today 
in .the woods 
across the Hudson river. 
The two gray-clad convicts still 
were armed with smuggled guns 
with which they' and a confederate, 
who was later slain, had broken 
from 
the 
prison in 
a 
battle in 
which a prison guard and an O s­ 
sining policeman were killed and a 
convict patient died of shock. The 
fugitive pair was cornered on the 
slope of Mount Hood In Palisades 
Interstate park. 
Patrolman 
William 
Mullen, 
an 
experienced woodsman member of 
the park's police and one of 250 
peace officers trailing them, flashed 
them 
from underbrush 
within a 
mile of tile shore point from whicn 
they had fled after forcing a fish­ 
erman 
to ferry them across the 
river. 
The convicts, Joseph Riordan and 
Charles McGale, both under sen­ 
tence for robbery, appeared dazed 
when 
Patrolman 
Mullen 
stepped 
from behind a tree on the slope 
below them. 
"We’ll 
come 
down," 
one 
said. 
Other police quickly disarmed them 
and rushed them to Nyack, N. Y., 
police headquarters for questioning 
oefore taking them back across the 
Hudson to Sing Sing. 
In their desperate short-lived bid 
for freedom, Riordan, McGale and 
John Watters, 30, the slain member 
of the trio, shot and killed one in ­ 
firmary 
guaid, 
overpowered 
the 
•other, crawled several hundred yards 
through a tunnel leading outside 
the prison, and slew an Ossining 
policeman in a running gun fight.
